and buy a peach or two, or bananas or 
oranges, etc., and eat them on the spot.

ders fruit, one pays a big price for it, too 
big; but if I, for one, could buy luscious 
ripe fruit at all seasons of the year in 
;bis way at the oi'dinary rates, I would 
>e only too glad to eat it on the spot, 
standing up at a plain, unvarnished 
luncheon counter if need be."—New 
York Tribune.

THE LANDER COUNTY TAX CASK. 


The Supreme Court has denied a petition for 


a rehearing in the case of the State of Nevada 
vs. the Central Pacific railroad. This is the 
Lander county case, decided some time ago in 
favor of the plaintiff. The rehearing'was asked 
on the ground that instead of judgment being 
ordered in favor of plaintiff a new trial should 
have been granted to enable the defendant to 
show that, notwithstanding the action of the 
Board of Equalization fixing the valuation ol 
the road at ${4,000 per mile, it is not worth 
more than $12,000. The answer alleged that 
the Assessor, with knowledge that the road was 
only of the value of $10,000 per mile, fraudu 
lently assessed it at $14,000; but there is no 
charge that the Board of Equalization acted 
fraudulently, or otherwise than in good faith, in 
equalizing the value at the same amount. 


The Court holds that it was evidently the 


intention of the Legislature that in the absence 
of fraud the action of the Board of Equalization 
should be final, as no review of or appeal from 
their decision is provided for. It is the tribuna 
specially charged with the duty of equalizing 
values. If any taxpayer is aggrieved by the 
action of the Assessor, his remedy is by appea 
to the Board of Equalization, and if the mem 
bers thereof act fairly and in good faith thei 
judgment concerning the valuation of property i 
not to be revised by a Court which has no bet 
ter opportunity than the Board of arriving at a 
correct conclusion. Fraud in the assessment i 
one of the defenses allowed the taxpayer b> 
the General Statutes, but, clearly, this must b 
such fraud as works the defendant some dam 
age.

attempted by the Assessor can do the taxpaye 
no harm if it is corrected by the Board of Equali 
zation.

Land, Water and Light Company offer a thou- 
sand acres of land in Prosser Valley, within 
four miles of the depot, to settlers in lots to 
suit, and agree to enlarge the Highland irrigat- 
ing ditch and extend it to the valley. C. C. 
Powning also offers to sell his tract, much of 
which is already under cultivation, and al 
coveied by an irrigating canal, within a mile oi 
town, 'O settlers. These lands can bt made, 
with a limited outlay of labor, as productive as 
tiny in the preat States of the West, and settlers 
incur no risk of having their homes and craps 
destroyed by deluge or tornadoes, as they too 
often are in the country between the Rocky 
Mountains and the Mississippi.

THE MONETARY DISCUSSION- 


Senator Stewart Replies to Comptroller 


Myers. 


.Toureal's special Washington Correspondent. 


"WASHINGTON, July 3, 1891. 


The monetary discussion in the Evening 


Telegram of New Yoik IB running along 
regularly. Something appears CHOh day 
on the subject, eiiher from the monomet- 
alist'a aide or from that of the bimetalwt. 
Much interest is taken in the debate by the 
people and the press, and it will be singu- 
lar it good doea not result therefrom. 


Comptroller Myers of New York has a 


very intelligent and strong article on the 
gold side of the question in the issue of the 
H9th ultimo. His principal argument was 
on the first function of a standard value 
and the amount of business that may be 
transacted with very little money, to which 
Senator Stewart replies as follows: 


The article in the Telegram of Monday 


June 29, signed Theodore W. Myres, de 
serves 
respectful 
consideration. 
Mr 


Myres meets the wane squarely, and pre 
senta the best possible arguments for the 
gold side of the question. 
EUs definition 


of the function of money shows that he is 
considering the real question at issue 
namely, whether there is gold enough for 
use as money. 
He says:—"The first IUDC 


tion of any standard of value when thi 
commerce between nations is considsred 
is that of a unit of measurement for thi 
value of commodities." If Iheword "only' 
were substituted for the word "first," an; 


" the phrase, "when the commeioe between 


nations ia considered," were omitted, s~ 
that the sentence would read:—"The onl 
function of any standard of value is that o 
the unit of measurement for the value o 
commodities," his statement would b 
more comprehensive. 


He further says, "as the yard measur 


is the unit by which the length of Enfclia 
and Amexicun cloth ia fixed, so the grain 
of floe gold is at present the unit by wfciob 
is determined the value of English cutler; 
as compared with American wheat; but th 
payment for the wheat must be made in th 
cutlery." Thia statement is true as far a 
it goes, bnt it does not cover the whol 
case. The grain of gold in the etandan 
countries not only measure the value o 
the commodities dealt ia internationally 
bnt also measures the value of all othe 
property in such countries. The different 
bewteen Mr. Myers and myself as to thi 
first fonclion of astandard of value is im 
material for my argument, for whether thi 
unit of measurement applies to all com 
modifies or only those dealt in interua 
tioLally, it must be admitted that it ough 
to be an honest measure. The yard-stick 
should at all times be of the same length 
"What the silver men complain of ia th 
change in the length of the yard-stick. In 
January, 1873, there was something ove: 
seven thousand five hundred million o 
units (dollars) which measured the valm 
of all property, including crediti, in th 
commercial world. These units of valm 
consisted of gold and silver. Both metal 
were used for the same purpose indiscrim 
inately.

In confirmation of this statement I qnot 


from the final report of the Boyal Comrnis 
sion of Eugland on the Becent Changes o 
the Relative Values of the Precious Metals 
It §ayn:

measure of value.

has not materially increased. 
Aocordio 


to the last report of the Director of th 
Mint, it is now $3,727,000,000. Propertj 
credit and busiues have enormously :n 
creased since 1873, while the units of th 
standard have beea diminished nearly one 
half. If in 1873 it took 7.500,000,000 yard 
•tick* to measure the valna oUhe propert 
of the commercial worU for the pnrpos 
of effecting exchanges, how does it happen 
if the yard-stick baa not been lenathene 
that 3,727,000,000 are sufficient for thn 
purpose in 1891? 
How does it happe 


teat one yard-stick will measure mor 
than two would eighteen years ago? I 
tbia not exactly what has taken place 
"Will not a thousand units (yard-sticks 
nwaunre about as mu-Jh farm land or ngr 


cultural products as two thousand units 
(yatd-stioka) would at the time silver was 
demonetzied? Ia other words, has not the 
price of property, when measured in gold, 
declined about one-half? 


COMPTBOLLER MIEKa' BBBOB. 


Mr. Myers appears to have fallen into 


he common error that the amount of 
ctuol money may be indefinitely expanded 
y commercial credits, and that the people 
an have all the money they;want, no mat- 
er how limited the legal lender money, 
which does not require redemption, may 


e. He takes no aoconctof the object lea- 
on which the financial world now exhibits. 
'he desperats struggle which ia being 


made both in Europe and America to sc- 
are gold .to maintain commercial credit 
as not convinced him that such credit is 
united by the standard money, and that 
redit has already been extended beyond 
tie danger line on both sides of the At- 
antic. Hu illustration of the amount of 


that may be transacted with very 


ittle money ia misleading. He says: 


I find, for example, on looking at the re- 


port of the New York Clearing House for 


une 22, that the exchanges were $67,107,- 
'86, while the balances were $3,763,134. 
On that particular day $07,107,786 of 
money issued by the people was used, and 
inly $3,763,134

Mr. Myers has confounded the swapping 


of checks in stock gambling with the use 
of money in the interchange of commodi 
ies. 
It is safe to fay that nine-tenths of 


the checks drawn on the day named were 
paid by other checks, and that a oompnra 
ively small amount of property of any 
kind was actually delivered or intended to 
be delivered. 
If the mere swapping of 


checks would supply the place of money 
auy discuesioii of the circulating medium 
would be folly. 


"What became of the $67,106,786 of 


money issued by the people on June 22, as 
stated by Mr. Myers? Was it in circula- 
tion for use in the commercial channels on 
the following day, or was it cancelled and 
destroy<..'! 
If such &a amount of money 


could be issued each day and kept in circu- 
lation, could aay more radical inflation be 
conceived by the most sanguine repudiate 
If this credit money was cancelled by othe 
credits and only used to keep an aocoun

BOOMS THAT TVOTJM) NOT DEVELOP. 


It the value of commodities dependec 


upon the swapping of checks in stock 
gambling and not npon the volume o 
standard money, the brokers of Wall utree 
would certainly have succeeded in boom 
ing stocks during the last thrse months 
They have surely tried hard enongb, bu 
the withdrawal of gold has baffled all their 
efforts. 
European holders of American 


stocks and bonds have ascertained tba 
checks and bills of exchange cannot, be 
used to pay the debts they contracted in 
booming South American securities, and 
are compelled to exchange their American 
investments for gold to meet their obliga 
tions. The gold which they withdrew was 
a part of the circulating medium of the 
United States last March, and se'ved as a 
part of the measure of the property of this 
country, including slocks and bonds. The 
withdrawal of it reduced the number o 
units of standard money in tkis country 
and the price of stocks and bonds, as wel 
as all other property, was compelled to 
fall to correspond with the reduced volume 
of money. 
Every business man under 


stands that the withdrawal of gold depre 
ciatea the price of property and acts ac 
cordingty. 
Every discussion, in pnblii 


and in private, relating to the price o 
stocks or any other property tarns upon 
the probable supply of money. 
All reoog 


nize the fact that if the supply of gold coin 
(it beicg the only recognized standard 
decreases or from any cause becomes in 
sufficient, prices must go down. 


Why not apply this universally recog 


nized principle to the financial condition o 
the commercial world? Is not the reduc 
tion of the standard money of the world bj 
the rejection of silver tuffloient to accoun 
for the chaotic condition of finances on bol! 
sides of the Atlantic? The general raog< 
of prises of commodities has declined ID 
the last eighteen years about forty pe 
cent. 
Most of this decline took place be 


tore confidence was shaken by the disoov 
ery that the reserves of gold were inauffi 
oient to sustain the fabric of credit predi 
oated upon standard money. 
Since tha 


discovery was made the fall of prices ha 
been more rapid, and a process of liquids 
tion and settlement has been in operntioi 
with a view of reducing credits to a saf 
basis. Expansion of business is impossi 
ble until credits are sufficiently reduced t 
bear u safe relation ta the amount of gol 
coin in the commercial world. 
Confidenc 


will then be restored and business will b 
partially revived for a time, but as the sup 
ply of gold must remain stationary or de 
oline, a general downward tendency is in 
evitable. The gold standard means con 
traction, stagnation of business, redaction 
of credits, depreciation of property and 
bard limes. 


THERE MUST BE A BEMEDY, 


There ought to be some remedy for sue] 


calamities. None is suggested by the ad 
vocates of gold. 
If the United States 


would pass a law for the free coinage o 
silver, it would certainly relieve the atrin 
genoy of the money market in this country 
Silver would be good money ac home i 
the United State* would coin both gold 
and silver on the tame terms and oondi 
tions. 
The only question 
would 
be 


whether silver could be maintained at a 
parity'with gold on the ratio of 16 to 1.

the United States would adopt biinetalism 
the capacity of the countries which would 
use silver without limitation, to absorb 
money, would be sufficient to maintain the 
parity between gold and silver. 
The in- 


crease in the demand (or money in Asia, 
South America and the United States has 
been vastly greater than such inorease o( 
demand in Europe. In other worda, while 
in the gold standard countries of Europe, 
population and business have been com- 
paratively stationary, business has enor- 
mously expanded among the 1,000,000,000 
inhabitants of Asia, and population and 
business have increased in the United 
States and South America without a par- 
allel since the discovery of America by 
Oolumbna. The prospect of the increase 
of the business in Asia, and of popnlation 
and business in America, far exceeds any 
possible increase that can take place in 
business and populatioa in Europe. 


DIFPKBENT STANDARDS IN USE. 


Before silver was 
demonetized, the 


British Empire, except India, was on the 
gold standard. Asia used silver as money. 
The Latin Union, Jed by France, 'need both 
gold and silver. Tbe United States main- 
tained bimetalism, bnt absorbed compara- 
tively little coin of any kind. Each nation 
used such money as it deemed best, with- 
out regard to the action of the other oout- 
tries. The parity between gold and silver 
was maintained until the Uuited States and 
Europe united to use gold and discard fill 
ver. It took a combination of the United 
States and all Europe to break the metallic 
tie, advance gold and depreciate silver. If 
the United States would withdraw from 
that combination, and join with tha na- 
tions which nsed silver, the demand for 
silver for use as money would exceed the 
demand for gold, because it must be re- 
membered that all the gold standard coun- 
tries use a large amount ot silver ia their 
subsidiary coin. All tha silver that was 
produced prior to the renent silver agitation 
which commenced about eighteen months 
ago, was absorbed. There was no accumu- 
lation of bullion until! a small quantity waa 
bought by speculators, pending the agita- 
tion. The whole amount of silver bullion 
in the world to-day cannot exceed 10,000,- 
000 ounces. 
The United States, according 


to the views of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and the Finance Committee of the Sen- 
ate, as expressed last January, required an 
addition of over $200,000,000 to our circu- 
lating medium. Since the withdrawal o 
$60,000,000 oi gold, an addition of at least 
$250,000,000 would be required on the es- 
timate of last Winter. It would be impos- 
sible nnder free coinage to accumulate that 
amount in the next five years. Those who 
favor a further issue of greenbacks reluct- 
antly accept silver because they fear it will 
not supply money enough, bnt they musl 
remember that if silver were recognized as 
money of 
ultimate 
redemption, there 


would be a basis for the expansion of 
credit to be used as representing money 
With the constant supply of gold and silver 
these commercial credits would undonbt 
edly be sufficient to do the business of the 
country, no loogas the mines remain pro 
dnotive. 
A failure of the mines will be 


disastrous unless some other standard 
money can be invented to take the plaee o 
both gold and silver. 
It is absolutely cer- 


tain that such failure will take place, bu 
it is hoped that it will be in the distant 
future. 


It may be safely assumed that free coin- 


age will furnish a batis for a circulating 
medium at home which will supply the le- 
gitimate demands at home for a time, anc 
perhaps indefinitely. 
This would insure 


enterprise, increased production and pro- 
duce prosperity. It seens reasonable to 
suppose that free coinage in this Country 
would maintain the parity b. tween gold and 
silver. All silver is now consumed, except 
a slight accumulation of bullion already 
mentioned. Free coinage in the United 
States would undoubtedly tarn the scale in 
favor of silver, and when once turned, the 
question wonld be forever ret tied. There 
would be no decrease in the uie of silver 
for minor coinage in Europe, while there 
wonld be a constantly growing demand at 
home for that metal.

She is able to command gold because her 
exports are largely increased by cheap 
money. Cheap money in Indiii, Russia 
and Sonth America has enabled them to 
iorce down the rrioe of farm products in 
Europe and nearly ruin tne farmer) of the 
United States who are in compeiion with 
;hern. 


The people of the United States owe 


several thousand in llion dollars to tbo peo- 
ple of Europe. There is no way to p»y 
this debt eicept by producing commodi- 
ties for sale in foreign countries. Experi 
ence proves that tbis cannot be done with 
dear money. The present year promises 
larger crops in the United States than ever 
before. 
It is reported I hat the wheat crop 


in Europe, Russia and India will be small. 
There ia a prospect of a good market, 
which is regarded as an exceptional one. 
Such a market, however, cannot be relied 
on in the future, because our competitors 
trill have crops in their turn. Bnt we will 
be compelled this year to sell for very low 
prices, barely, if any, above the cost of 
production. Our condition cannot be per- 
panently improved until we have more and 
cheaper money. 


THEY WANT US IS USE CBAB MOSKV. 
The bondholders of Enrope, of course, 


want us tj use nothing but dear money. 
They wnnt payment of their investments 
in tbis country in the dearest possible 
money, without regard to the interests of 
the people of the United States. Their 
representatives in New York, who invest 
i»nd collect their money, voice their de- 
mand, without regard to the sacrifices 
which the producers of tbis country, who 
are bronght into direct competition with 
the cheap labor of the, silver standard 
countries, must make. 
Tbe resources of 


this country are vast. The enterprise of 
the people has no parallel. Tbe debts we 
owe foreign countries wonld be compara- 
tively trifling if we bad money with which 
to stimulate production. Bat stagnation, 
falling prices and failure of production de- 
prive us of the means of; payment. While 
on the gold standard the money which we 
will bo compelled to pay is growing dearer 
and dearer. 


The question of free coinage cannot be 


postponed. 
Whatever objections there 


may be to it must be waived. We cannot 
and will not suffer poverty and bankruptcy. 
Unless the gold advocates suggest some 
other remedy the decree has gone forth 
that silver shall be restored to its plnca as 
money.

••Some twenty-five or thirty years ago,*"

Arsenlous Acid. 


The medical dose of arsenious acid is 


about one- twentieth of a grain given in 
pill form after meals. This dose is in- 
creased under the directions of physi- 
cians, but it is a thing with which the 
laity should not tamper. The lethal or 
deadly dose is generally placed at about 
one and one-half grains for an adult. It 
has been placed at about one and one- 
half to two and one-third grains. The 
effects of arsenical solutions, such as 
Fowler's, are more rapid and severe than 
those of the solid drug.
